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DOCTOR ARRESTED 
AFTER FINDING 
AS TO GIRLS DEATH 


Coroner’s Inquiry Decides Do- 
mestic Died Following an 
Operation. 











A Coroner's jury, which inquired into 
the death of Miss Bertha Morstain, a do- 
.mestic in the home of F. E. Allen, 4319 


Washington avenue, and who was sup- 
posed to have died from tuberculosis, 
returned a verdict Saturday morning to 
the effect that the girl had died from 
an unlawful operation, and blamed Dr. 
J. P. Werner of 5079 Ridge avenue. Dr. 
Werner was arrested. 

Dr. Werner denied at the inquest that 
he had performed any operation on Miss 
Morstain, but admitted that he hag 
her. The death certificate 
stated that the cause of death had been 
phthisis. 

Mr. and Mrs, Allen have been out of 
the city for several weeks and the girl 
haz been staying alone at theix home. 
The neighbors did not see her about the 
premises for several days and on last 
Tuesday they got a negro woman, Min- 
nie Crawford of 1522 Washington av- 
cnue, to go to the Allen home. 

After knocking on the doors for some 
time the negress testified she heard 
groans coming from a room upstairs. 
She entered and found Miss Mortain in 
bed in a serious ccndition. She stayed 
there until Friday, when the young 
woman died. During the meantime Dr. 
Werner called at the house every day, 
she said. 

When the negro woman reported the 
death to the neighbors they immediately 
Dr. D. F. Hoch- 
toerfer held a post mortem examination 
He told the Coroner that 
death had been caused by peritonitis due 
to an unlawful operation. 

At the inquest Dr. Werner testified 
that Miss Morstain had called to see 
him on March 18 20 and 22, and that 
he had given her treatments. He said 
that he went to the Allen home to visit 
his patient on March 26, 26 and 27. 

Miss Morstain had been employed at 
the Allen home for the last three years. 
Her mother, Mrs. Charles Morstain of 
St. Jacob, Ill., attended the inquest.

Contributions in St. Louis to the fu 
for the relief of flood sufferers in Ohio 
and Indiana amounted to $91,915.58 at 
noon, Saturday. This included the mon- 
ey collected by the Citizens’ Emergency 
Relief Association, $73,060.78, and smaller 
funds reported by other organizations. 
Those in charge of the donations say 
they expect the fund to pass the $100,- 
000 mark today. 

Collections for the relief fund will be 
taken Sunday in churches of the various 
denominations throughout the city in 
response to letters: sent out Friday 
night by the relief organization. The 
letters asking that contributions be 
made by the congregations were ap-

A person of strong and rightly- 
grounded character will find in it a 
recognized blessing—he will make wealth 
hig, servant, enjoying it to the fullest de- 
“ree and at the same time employing it 
to benevolent and charitable ends. But 

© &@ man may make himself a servant 
of wealth, if his character is not well- 
ordered, and, in his worship of Mammon, 
he will twist and stunt and torture his 
soul until he becomes but a wreck and 
ruin of what the Creator intended he 
should be.

Lydia is struck with 
horror at this latter relation, since 
Faversham, hitherto her ideal of an un- 
selfish idealist, whose sole inspiration 
is his love of his fellow man, must be- 
come the instrument of old Melrose’s 
oppressions. But Faversham deludes 
himself into the belief that he can 
change Melrose’s oppressions into benev- 
olences. The prospect of wealth has be- 
gun to corrode Faversham’s soul, Lydia 
sees, and he is already seeking the 
easiest way to fall. Her hope is com- 
pletely crushed when Melrose makes his 
will, leaving all his property to Faver- 
sham, with the understanding that it 
shall be used as Melrose would: have 
used it and not “squandered” in the 
pursuit of fantastic ideals.

His reputation ex- 
tends to Europe and his writings are 
quoted in America. This first success in 
literature elevates him to such a height 
that he decides to revolutionize science 
by reducing the elements and transmut- 
ing the metals. He also engages in 
telepathic and psychic rescarch and be- 
comes a most extraordinary psycholo- 
gist. 

Incidentally he marries three wives 
and makes three criminal failures in 
matrimony. He becomes more and more 
hysterical until finally, with only incl- 
dental aid from alcohol and absinthe, 
he has “‘the horrors” fully developed as 
a habit. As he now describes them, 
the purpose of everything most revolt- 
ing in what purport to be his confes- 
sions in ‘‘The Inferno’’ is to warn and 
save supermen of all classes, intellec- 
tual, spiritual, financial, industrial, 
military and political. It may be deen- 
ly interesting and important to these, 
but they should burn it after reading. 
If it comes into the possession of fair- 
minded people who are using their com- 
mon sense in controlling their own hab- 
its, they may do much better to burn 
it before reading it. It may be neces- 
sary as a hand book for all who are 
engaged in becoming superior as stu- 
dents of Ibsen and Nietzsche. (Put- 


nam.) 
A worth more than passing notice, 
under the title, “‘The Checker- 
board,”’ has just appeared with ‘Sybil 
Grant’s name on the title page.

The United Railways Have Solved the (Public) Servant Problem. 
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PUBLICITY FOR PUBLIC BATHS. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Some time ago New York city discov- 
ered that its free public baths are not 
used as widely as was to be expected. 
Investigation disclosed the fact that the 
baths were not used to their full ca- 
pacity because there were great masses 
of people in the slums who were not 
aware of the existence of such insti- 
tutions. Instantly a campaign of pub- 
licity was set on foot, with the result 
that in 1912 a million more bathers 
availed themselves of the public baths 
than in the preceding year. 

Strange as such a situation may seem, 
it is not unnatural. There are sections 
in New York, as well as in other large 
cities, which are reproductions of the 
old world communities. The people who 
live in these districts seldum leave their 
immediate neighborhoods. Living in| 
ugly tenements, they can hardly con- 
ceive that stately buildings which, in 
their estimation, are palaces fit for roy- 
alty to Iive in, are in reality public 
bathhouses, and are accessible to them 
free of charge. 














THE LOSS THROUGH RUST. 


From Popular Mechanics. 
One iarge American railway system 


suffers a loss of more than 18 tons of 
metal daily, due solely to the effect of 
rust. Thus far the only known prevent- 
ive {is to keep the metal surface always 
covered with a suitable paint. ‘Some idea 
of the costliness of this remedy, how- 
ever, may be gained from the fact that 
it requires about $10,000 annually to paint 
one large railway bridge alone. A typi- 
cal case of this kind is the Brooklyn 
bridge, upon which a corps of painters 
are constantly employed, as the weather 
makes repainting of ome end of this 
large structure necessary before the 
workers have reached the other. Al- 
though experiments have demonstrated 
that pure iron surrounded by oxygen 
does not rust, and that some acid, espe- 
cially carbonic acid, {is necessary for 
the production of rust, the secret of 
manufacturing rustless steel and iron re- 
mains to be discovered.
